FDD Monthly Progress Report - November 1951 


1. An increase of liaison by personnel of other CIA offices 
visiting their working-level counterparts in FDD has been evident. 


2. Library of Congress catalogue of postwar Eastern 
European books has been screened and more than 100 titles of 
possible intelligence value have been noted. Physical screening 
will follow, and State Department's file on the same subject will 
be processed. 


3. The Division's first requirement for Tibetan exploita- 
tion was accepted. Several scrolls were scanned but offered 
nothing of value. 


4, A member of Far Eastern Branch has started the course 
in Thai at the Foreign Service Institute, Department of State. 
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6. ((enaf are attending 
the Department of the Army, ID, Strategic Intelligence School. 


7. Three installments of Czech translations have been com- 
pleted for FDD by an 00/C contact. A fourth installment is in 
process. 


Use of a Chinese translator in Department of State 
resulted in one completed project. This volunteer help was dis- 
continued when State's requirements demanded his time. 


8. One group of new ORR personnel toured FDD on a familiar- 
ization visit.

10, The Division received 1,063 publications from military 
facilities. Of these, 600 were current Soviet provincial news- 
papers, and 135 periodicals and 34 books published in the USSR.
